© Saturn, fays my Author, was no fooner in 
* Pofleffion of his three Kingdoms, but he for- 
* fook that fafe Condu& and thofe healing 
* Meafures which the unalterable Laws of Fate 
* had prefcrib’d him as the Standard of his 
* Government, and was precipitately hurried 
* into licentious arbitrary Ways of Rule, to 
* which al] Nature was averfe: What moft 
“ ftartled the Univerfe and gave the Gods 
* Umbrage, was his Endeavours to devour his 
* ligitimate Offspring and cut off the rightful 
* Heir Jupiter from the Succeffion to the Mo- 
* narchy by impofing a fpurious one. But 
* ‘Fove being at firft miraculoufly preferv’d, and 
‘ afterwards invited and affifted by theever- 
* glorious and wirlike Iflanders the Cretans, 
* obtain’d a fufficieat Force to oppofe the De- 
* figns of his guilty Father, and to vindicate 
© the World’s juft Liberties with his own in- 
* dubitable Right : This Undertaking was 
* fcearfe fet on Foot, when Saturn {nding

‘ himfelf naked and eypos’d by the fudden 
© Defection of all the Gods, (not excepting 
* hisown Daughter Ceres) had no other Way 
‘ left but to betake himfelf to flight, which 
“he foon did, and mawle his Retrezt thro’ 
* Italy into Gaul, where he continu’d ia iuiglo- 
* rious Obfcurity: By this Means the Throne 
* became vacant, and immediatc Room was 
© made for his greater Son to poffefs himfelf 


‘ of the Tripple Crown and Empire. Some - 


* Endeavours, proceeds he, were us’d in Con- 
* junction with the Titans to reinftate the abdi- 
* cated God in his Dominions, but all At- 
* tempts prov’d vain and abortive. 

Upon confidering the Moral of this Fa- 
ble, I could not but reflect, how unfaccefsful 
every Encroachment upon the Privileges of 
the Subje& has prov’d to ambitions Princes, 
and how vifibly the Hand of Providence ap- 
pears in the Confervation of the natural 
Rights of a People, tho’ never fo powerfulty 
invaded. I pafs’d on from my Reflections on 
the ftrange Revolutions in States and King- 
doms to thofe in the Fortunes of private 
Men, and could not but wonder atthe fur- 
prifing Advancement of many, who yet had 
not perfonal Abilities that could promife or 
prefage any thing great and noble. Here, as I 
was ftill poring over my Arabian, I happeg’d 
to pitch upon a Paflage exaétly fuited to my 
Purpofe, where the Author taking Notice of 
the unaccountable Rife of fome and the De- 
preffion of others, pivés this Inftauce of the 
former. 
© Ariobarzippi, fays he, who is now High 
Prieft, or chief Sacrificator in the Ifle of 
Rhodes, is a Man of prodigious Bulk and 
fmall Intelleé&s ; he wel] enough became the 
Station he was formerly in, his Perfon car- 
rying in it fomewhat venerable and ma- 
jeftically heavy; but ’tis certain his Talents 
are much tnferior to his prefent Dignity, 
and no Man ever enjoy’d that Poft with 
* fo little Pretenfions of deferving it: How- 


‘ ever this very thing was the true Reafon of 
* his 
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* is Pro H6n ; for Diomede the late warlike 
. King of Rhodes, who was a preat Politician as 
“wellas Captain, being very fenfible that his 
* Advancement to the Crown proceeded trom 
‘nothing more than the Murmurs and Difgufts 
* of Seven {tout Sacrificators cull’ out the dul. 
‘left Perfons Be could find to promote to the 
“higheft -Sacerdotal Offices, to the End he 
“might never entertain any Apprehenfions of 
‘their Defigns. Orlando, proceeds my Author, 
‘had certainly better Prerences to this Prefer- 
“ment-by-reafon of his Great Abilities, and the 
“confiderable Part he acted at the critical Jun- 
‘ture preceding Liomede’s. Acceflion to the 
‘Empire, both which might juftly have entitul’d 
‘hintto a Preference inthis Royal Mafter’s Fa- 
‘your, had there not been fome Reafons of 
‘State to the contrary: Heis, nodoubt, a Man 
of wonderful Abilities, both acquired and natu: 
ral,and might by the Buffitiug of his Cufhion, 
the holy Vehemency of his Delivery, and other 
plaufible Symptoms have perfwaded the Peopie, 
to have taken him for the mot infipsc of | 
Succeflors of the Apofties, had not feveral Pai- 
fages of his Life given too juft a Sufpicion that 
he isa Worldly, Luftiul, ambitious Prieft. 

The Conclufions oye Author drews from the 
foregoing Narrative, feeni very juft and worthy 
Notice. 

‘However convenient and ufeful, fays he, 
*thefe Politicks may at firftappear, they have 
*bue a fhallow Bottom, and won’t bear the 
‘Light, for the Preferment of weak Men to 
*preat Trufts, infers a continued Negleé and 
‘difcountenancing of Merjr, which muft inevi- 
* tably one'time or other be of ill Confequence 
‘to a Prince: It is a partial Sort of proceeding 
“which highly refle‘ts on his Jultice, and ts de- 
* ftrudtive of all equal Adminiftration, befides 
‘the natural Tendency ir has to deftroy that 
‘laudable Emulation in a People that is: pro- 
*dudtive of all good Qualities, and to introduce 
‘a general Lazinefs and Corruption. From 
hence he goes on to inftance in the Depreffion 
of fome deferving Men, which carries him into 
a generous’ but fome what extravagant Warmth. 
His Words are as follow. ‘Is it then poflible ? 
‘Will future Ages believe, that the Learned, 
‘Eloquent and Pious Aloumazar fhould con- 
‘tinue neglected, difgrac’d and unpreferr’d, 
‘while vile Afimus battens in holy Eafe and 
“Luxury ? Can haman Nature bare the Refle- 
‘Aion, that he who is the Object of Love to 

_* all good Men, and of Admiration even roill 
* ones, fhould ftand confin’d te a {mall fubordi- 
“nate Benefice, whichis all he has, befides his 
‘own Worth, to fupport the Dignity of his 
* Profeflion ? Or that his confummate Merit 
‘ fhould be deny’d the Profeflorfhip for the 
* Sake of Artobarzipps's Chaplain or dependant ? 
“How long fhall the noble Orator declaim ? 
‘How long fhall he enter into the Hearts of 
‘his Audience, aud imprint in them aij at once 


. Wonder, Reverence and Conviction? How 
_long fhal! his high Merit challenge Reward 
unrewarded ? Awake, degenerate Apoftate

. may add to the Native Majefty of -his aw-
